Provisions of Bill. 


The Dill provides that any corpora- 


tion chartered as a common carrier, 
for hire under the laws of any other 
state ^and empowered by its charter 
to do business in other states, shall 
have the right to exercise in Pennsy] 
variia all of the rights, powers and 
privileges which It would be entitled 
to exercise in the state in which it 
was incorporated, except the right of 
eminent domain. 


The bill also repeals all laws, crim- 


inal, general or special, that conflict 
^Ith the provisions of the bill. 
Th<i 


bill Is considered a sleeping meas' 
ure, as some state charters authorize 
corporations to transact all sorts ol 
business not connected with th*e pur 
pose for which they are ostensibly or- 
ganized.
